3. THE PRC REFUSES TO IMPOSE VOLUNTARY EXPORT RESTRAINTS 

THE PRC HAS RESPONDED TO THE US MEMORANDUM OF MARCH 22

TEXTILE EXPORTS TO THE US. THE PRC CLAIMS THAT THE
